; PROS & CONS 
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Summer is half over and summer employment of actors 
is at an all time high of 50% of all Equity members, over 4000 - 
thespians. Recession or not more summer theatres, more 
summer packages, more summer stock companies are oper- 
ating this season than ever before. So far the reports of fail- 
ure have been few, though the usual complaints of high prices 
and shoddy productions have been many. The factor often for- 
gotten in considering the success of the summer theatres, be 
they in tents or in barns, is that the audiences come to be en- 
tertained and are ready and willing to enjoy what is too often 
second rate material, Thus even a fair rendition of a hit 
musical gets wild applause, while the really fine production 
gets "bravos."' These patrons, often the same critical ticket 
buyers to winter Broadway shows, thoroughly enjoy the ease 
with which tickets to the summer shows can be bought, the 
readily available parking space, the nearby restaurant and 
the usually cool and relaxed atmosphere of the entire summer 
operation. Call it good business, courtesy or whatever you 
want, going to a summer theatre is made, by all concerned, 
an easy and enjoyable experience. 


* * 


Come Oct and NY theatre ticket buyers will again be 
faced with the near impossible task of sorting out which of 
the 4 or 5 openings per week they want to buy tickets for. 
Though theatre is one of the glorious industries where al- 
most no figures have been made to settle anything, the ele- 
ments of advance publicity, opening night reviews, advert- 
ising, word of mouth and follow up publicity all are import- 
ant in the ticket buyers ultimate decision. With one or two 
openings per week the alert theatre fan can keep reasonably 
informed of the new shows and can decide which ones he 
wants to buy tickets to. With 4 and 5 per week on Broadway, 
and often a like number of debuts Off Broadway, the chances 
of picking a show he will enjoy becomes dim. Most often the 
openings and closings come so fast that many fans miss the 
shows they wanted to see most. Productions on and Off 
Broadway will be better spaced thoroughout the year when 
all producers realize that even the most frantic: of fans 
can only see 6 or 7 shows per week, matinees included. 


An interesting experiment in TV program criticism 
will be presented this season and should be of extreme int- 
erest to the theatre fan. The Du Pont Show of the Month, 
starting Sept 22 on CBS TV with Harvey starring Art Car- 
ney will offer TV critics advance previews of the 90 minute 
telecast on tape. The reviews of the show will be printed 
the day of the program, instead of the day after the program. 
Thus if the reviewers think the offering is worthwhile they 
will recommend it, and if they do not like it they will sug- 
gest the viewer can spend his time elsewhere. To the drama 
fan who has often missed the few worthwhile TV shows of the 
year because he did not want to take this gamble, this ser- 
vice of the Du Pont Company is one to be valued. Such a 
plan last season would not have made the NBC Hall of 
Fame Green Pastures one of the least viewed , yet worth 


while shows of the season.

The entire theatre industry should hang its head for 
not supporting the Brussels Fair project and providing for 
a sampling of the best of American plays, comedies, as 
well as musicals. Several musicals were presented this 
year, thanks to tireless energy of Jean Darymple, but un- 
less money is available from theatre itself, next year's 
theatre fare at Fair will be just as sparse as this year's.
